The United Stales has maintained 


since her earliest days almost no 
standing Army, but a Navy that 
from the very beginning was a factor 
in world affairs. 
Our ships met Ihe 


British on equal terms shortly after 
the colonial era—when England was 
already the world's groal naval power. 
And ever since we have kepi a fleel 
lhal was al leasl on a par wilh Eng- 
land's, and far superior lo any oilier. 


The obvious explanation for Ihis— 


that we have vast coastlines on two 
oceans to protect—is not entirely salis- 
fying. It has always seemed to me 
thai the average American ccels deep 
down in his heart that a maritime 
nation lives longest, with a big fleet 
lo keep Ihe nnlion safe from enemies 
without, and with no big standing 
army to tempi dictators to seize powei 
within. 


The United Stales has before il the 


classic example of Greece, and tl\e 
modern example of Britain—both ol 
them being naval powers, wilh rela- 
tively insignificant standing armies. 


All of us know about Britain, bu 


I think we have read so much abou 
the ancient Greeks' exploits on land- 
such as the defense of the Pass o 
Thermopylae—thai too often we think 
of Greece as a military power ralhcr 
than Ihe naval power which she act- 
ually was. 


The armies of Greece were raised uj 


in emergencies to meel Ihe Ihreal of 
invasion. Except for the single excep- 
tion of Alexander, when their civiliza- 
tion was in the decline, the Greeks 
had no sustained military power and 
no temptation to conquest. . . . Bui 
all down through her history Greece 
had a thousand ships which ranged the 
known world for commerce, in peace, 
and whichJ.pok the.fight to the enemy, 
in war. 


This maritime power, coupled with 


the relative lack of militarization at 
home, kept Greece an independent 
country and at the same time a coun- 
try in which citizens enjoyed liberty. 


And this brings me, in conclusion, 


to the story of Thcmistocles. 
The 


Alhenians, confronted with one 
o£ 


their numerous invasion threats, sent 
a delegation to consult an oracle. The 
oracle replied that Athens would be 
saved by "wooden walls." 


"Wooden walls" stumped the depu- 


ties—for the walls of Athens were 
built of stone, and "wooden walls' 
didn't make sense. 


It was then thai Themislocles guess- 


ed the riddle's answer: 
The oracle 


was simply advising Ihe Athenians 
to trust the war to their fighting 
ships. 


And in their "wooden walls" the 


Athenians went out and won.

Governor Eugene Talmadgc some 
ime ago attempted to dismiss Dr. 
Walter D. Cocking, dean of the School 
of Education at Georgia. He didn't 
ike some of Dr. Cot-king's proposals 
'or improving Negro education in the 
state. The Board of Regents of the 
university didn't follow Talmadge, and 
efused to discharge Cocking. So Gov- 
ernor Talmadgc simply reshuffled his 
board, pulling on il new members 
who would do his bidding. They fir- 
ed Cocking, as the conference now 
finds, "without due and reasonable 
notice and upon charges which are 
not substantiated." 


There is now a possibility that be- 


cause of Governor Talmadge's po- 
litical interference with the state uni- 
versity, it may lose its accredited 
standing before 
the Southern 
As- 


sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, whose membership 
largely 


overlaps that of the conference. 


Higher educatiioii must have a great 


deal of freedom to be worth its salt. 
Too much interference from politic- 
ians in the ease of slate universities, 
or from big contributors in the case 
of privately-supported institutions, is 
ahnosl sure to nullify the whole pur- 
pose of the college, which is con- 
cerned with the search for knowledge 
and truth.

LITTLE ROCK —(/P)— Tornadoes 


struck in two widely separated rural 
sections of Arkansas Sunday night 
leaving 18 known dead and scores of 
injured and much property damage. 


The twister sweept into the southeast 


Arkansas town of Hamburg shortly 
before midnight killing 12 persons and 
injuring at least 200. 


Some 6 hours earlier another twister 


roared along the Arkansas river val- 
ley near Dardnelle killing 6 and in- 
juring at least 15.

Despite Army-Navy Pleas, Those New 
Aluminum Plants Just Aren't to Be Seen

WASHINGTON — Hurricane signals

of -the nation's defense needs. Then 
it suddenly raised the ante to 1,445,- 
000,000 pounds. The extra 600,000,000 
were to be produced in new plants, 
but it is estimated that more than 
four valuable months have been lost 
in putting up the plants. 


Senate Guns Ready 
Much of the ammunition that will 


be used by speakers in congress will 
come from the hearings by the se- 
nate special committee that has been 


nvestigating the national defense pro- 
gram. On Sept. 15, Hugh A. Fulton, 
counsel for the committee, question- 
ed Arthur H. Bunker, chief of OPM's 
aluminum section, and found that no 
new aluminum plants were under con- 
struction.

As to delays, he said the pro 
duction of aluminum the past fiv 
months had very substantially ex 
ceeded the demand and consumption 
Substantial reserves were being bui 
and it was hoped the new plan 
would be working in time to avoid an 
delay in production.

asserted that more delay is in sight.
